Your letter so explicitly makes known, 
and which is attempted obe excused on 
a plea 20 utterly groundless, the Presi- 
dently perceives a spiri: of deep-rooted 
hostility, which, without che evidence of 
such facts, he could not have believed 


existed, or would have been carried to 


such an extremity. 

For the repurativn of injuries, of 
whatever nature they May be, not sanc- 
tioned by the law of nations, waich che 
military or naval force of either power 
moy have committed, against the other, 
this government will elways be ready 
to enter into reciprocal arrangements. 
It is presumed that your goverament 
will neither expect nor prepose any 
which are not re iprocal. ` 

Should your g vernment adhere toa 
system of desolaiion, so contrary to the 
views and practice of the U. Sites, 20

Were on a year’s credit, and that the man who 
@ould pay his debts within a year, could not be 
insolvent, as he comp'ied with his contract—ef 
Chis, by the bill, the Court was the judge; and 
Wa married man could pay his debts in a vear, 
by the product of his labour, over and bevond 
his maintenance, they should be secured for the 
Benefit of his creditors.

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CAPTAIN PORTER’s LETTER. 


Copy of a letter from Capt. Porter to the 

Secretary of the Nuvy, dated 

Washington, Sefit. 7, 1814. 

SIR, À 

Agreeably to your orders of the 31st 
ült I proceeded with the detachment oi 
sailors ved marines under my command 
to the White House on the west bank of 
the Potomac, there to erect batteries and 
‘ativmpt the destruction of the enemy's 
ships on their passage down the river.— 
C ot. Creighton, Lizut, Clack, and seve- 
yui other naval officers, as well as Mr. 
Augustus Monroe, Mre. Ferdinand Pair- 
fac, aud several other chizens and off- 
cers of the militia and volunteer compa- 
nies, hearing of my destination, volun- 
te red their services on the occasion, 
and ably supported me through the ardu- 
ous and fatiruing enterprize. By pre- 
geding my men, I arrived in company 
Wits the hon. Secretary of State and Gens. 
Hungertord and Young, op the evening 
of tl Ist inst. atthe spot fixed, where I 
founda few militia belonging to Gen. 
Baugerford’s aray, cleaving away the 
trees to make room for mounting our 
cannon, which had not yet arrived, but 
which had been seen on their way down,

two twelves. Gens. Hungerford and 
Young kad received orders to co-operate 
With me, to detach meun on my requisiti- 
on, and make such disposition of their 
forces as woutd effectually protect me in 
the rear in the event of tne enempy's land- 
ug; tne positions they were to occupy 
w ve also allotted to them by nrutual a- 
greement, whey the enemy should dt- 
tempt to pass, as it was belicved that 
concealed by the thick woods on the high 
bank they wauld be enabled to clear the 
enemy’s decks with their musquetry, and 
in å great measure divert bis. attention 
from our battery.
